AN ACT relating to the recovery of lands illegally sold by execu-
tors, administrators and guardians.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represenled in senale
and assembly, do enact as follows :
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SEcTION 1. A purchaser in good faith of land from purchaser to

visee or next of kin, or ward or person claiming under
them or either of them, shall have a lien on the land
for the purchase money paid by him, so far as the same
has been applied in payment of the debts of the dece-
dent under whom such heir, devisee or next of kin
claims such land, or so far as the purchase money has
been applied for the use and benefit of the ward, heir,
devisee or next of kin whose land has been sold ; and
in case such purchaser has conveyed such land, those
holding through him shall be entitled to such lien, and
the amount thereof and interest shall be added to the
value of the improvements made by the purchaser and
those holding through bim, and jadgment shall be
rendered for the same in pursuance of section thirty-
one of chapter one hundred and forty-one of the revised
statutes.
